and kil’d a good Number of Men, as was ealie to 

beodlerve by the Time they {pent in carrying otf 

ther dead. After this Mine was fir’d, the Grena- 

diers threw fuch a Number of Genadoes among the 

Moors who were in the advanc’d Fofts, thac they 
oblig'd them to abandon them. 


Madrid, July 3. The 27th Inftane arriv’d an 
Expres from Rome, with Letters from the Prin- 
celsof Piombino ; in which fhe defires, chat the 
Sequeftration laid upon her Eftate in the Ifland of 
Elba by the Governour of Porio-Longone, may be

Esracfinefs to be difcharg’d from hisViceroy thip.Our 
Miritters having taken into Examination the Pro- 
ceedings of the Viceroy on that Occafion, have dil- 
appros'd them, and given their Opinion that the Ad- 
vice of AM. Mahoni to reduce the refractory by 
Force of Arms to Obedediece, ought to have been 
follow'd ; becaufe the giving Way to the Humour 
of thePopulace on thisOccafion,cannot but encourage 
and confirm them in thier good Affection for the Arch- 
dnke .

Way cto Holland, and thence pals over to England, 
there to take Shippieg for Lisbon. The Danith 
Troops, and Prince Eugene’s Regiment of Dra- 
goons, are now on the é4arch from Bavaria to ferve 
in Hungary.
